has been left in the reader's mind an impression that those respon- 
sible for the State subjected the Prince to persecutions, that they hu- 
miliated him unduly. such a feeling should be modified by an under- 
standing of the situation from the Government's point of view. 

Necessarily the sympathy of people in democratic countries goes 
out to the Prince who was willing. by an act like that described in the 
last chapter, to make his royal heritage secondary to his personal in- 
dependence and who thought his oath to a woman a higher thing than 
his duty to his dynasty. Few men born to the purple have taken such 
a stand: fewer still have clung to their position in the face of the 
agony it caused them. But, though Americans, for example, may 
wholeheartedly approve what the Prince did, consider him a ‘royal 
good fellow,” and, indeed, hope that some day he may come among 
them either as a guest or a resident, they have to remember that Ru-

Faced with the actual fact of the 
written abdication—--something 
long feared, 
able an accomplished 
the King and the Ministry 
fronted a terrible emergency, trom 
their point of view. It came at a 
time when more than one dynasty 
had collapsed in Europe, perhaps 
never to rise again. The Haps- 
burgs had fallen; the two most no- 
torious Hohenzollerns (of which 
family. it must be remembered 
the Rumanian royal family is a 
part) were fugitives and threat- 
ened with capital trial. Should 
the succession to another crown 
be ruptured by “the folly of a 
young lover?’ To the gray-beard- 
ed Ministers and diplomats, who 
had long outgrown their own pas- 
siohs, such an outcome was un- 
thinkable.. . 

And besides. there was an ele- 
ment in Bukharest. it is said. that 
argued continually, “The Prince is 
insane, or at least imbecile. Ile 
should be placed under restraint.” 

To the sworn responsibility of 
the Ministry to uphold the mon- 
archy and the nation must be 
ascribed such measures as have 
been deecribed in previous 
chapters. In the same way must 
be explained their attitude when, 
following the Prince’s night of toil, 
fhe heads of the different polit- 
ical parties received the document 
renouncing his quality of future 
sovereign. 

The first thing they sought was 
secrecy. Silence was adjured upon 
evervone who had received a copy 
of the abdication. And for weeks 
the fact of its existence was suc- 
cessfully kept from the knowledge 
of the people. and even of Parlia- 
ment. Then came a-“leak.” A 
brief dispatch found its way into 
Paris newspapers and was trans- 
mitted bv news agencies all over 
the world. The policy of silence. 
as usual, had failed. Stil) hoping, 
however, to retard the rising senti- 
ment in the Prince's favor, and 
to defeat turbulent political ele- 
ments. those In power issued the 
following in the Official Monitor, 
the Government organ: 

A regrettable and 
publication has been 
through radios and the 
press of a so-called letter 
dication. of his rights as Crown 
Prince. addressed by his roval 
highness, Prince Carol, to his ma- 
jesty, the King. 

“Whatever may be the authen- 
ticitv of the published text and 
whatever the circumstances under

And 
its conclusion was especially as- 
tute, implying as it did that Carol 
had now cast aside all thoughts 
except service in the field. 

It was true that the Prince was 
at the Tisza front. Iie was, in 
fact. stationed in the small town 
of FErlau, but instead of having 
the freedom of a commander he 
was surrounded by a group of high 
officers, everyone of whom was 
under instructions to keep  him- 
tiguratively blind and deat, or who 
at least understood such to be 
their duty. 

“Ile was powerless,” 
plains, ‘unable to write letters, 
able to his friends. shut 
from all communication.” 

Serdici and the small group of 
out-and-out sympathizers with the 
Prince made ingenious efforts to 
get word to him, but these were 
fraught with peril.

“By a lucky chance ! 
across an old comrade in arms, 4 
voung, courageous Major, who was 
posted near the Prince, and who 
consented to hand him our letters 
and to take his to us at Bukharest. 
We were thus enabled to commu- 
nicate with the Prince by letter, 
but this correspondence was slow 
and uncertain. 

‘The Princess was in a state of 
enervation and exasperation that 
made us fear for the worst. Even 
her mother had lost the power to 
comfort her. We, the few friends 
who had braved persecution for 
their sakes, endeavored to console 
her. but we, too, failed.”’ 

It remains to be told how one of 
these friends, according to Serdi- 
ci’s account, was cast into prison 
for his devotion.

so well. We should not, then, speak 
of soft-boiled eggs. because eggs 
should not be boiled at all, but of 
soft-cooked eggs, keeping in mind 
the fact that albumen is more easily 
cligested when not subjected to too 
heat.
